LONDON —(/P)— The attack on Ber-

try news service said Friday night.

capital," the air ministry said of this 
assault, carried oul by Ihe RAF 24 
^(purs aflcr Ihe Germans' worsl raid 
of Ihc war on London. 


"There were

more high-explosives and more in- 


" cwidlarles, Ihttn was droppeif 'in*the 
lasl raid on Berlin," Ihe nir ministry 
said through its news service. 
%Thc last raid on April 9 was the 
biggest up to then on Berlin. 


RAF Pounds Berlin 


LONDON 
— The RAF, striking 


back in swift answer to Wednesday 
night's heaviest Nazi raid on Lon- 
Vfbn, pounded the heart of Berlin 
overnight with new and 
powerful 


"super bombs" in its biggest assault 
yet upon the German capital, the Bri- 
tish announced Friday. 


"Very substantial damage" was in- 


^cttxl upon Berlin, the air ministry 
declared, while the Luftwaffe aimed 
new blows at southern, eastern and 
northeastern England, singling out the 
south coast naval base of Portsmouth 
for an hour-long attack.

sought more than a hundred years 
ago to give to his people a self-gov- 
ernment for which they were then 
unprcpared-*-\vhich they rejected at 
the timor-but which they appreciate 
today, and for 
which 
they honor 


Simon Boliva.r now wherever Spanish 
is spoken. 


We North Americans think of a 


patriot in terms of a leader operating 
within the boundaries of one coun- 
try. 


It is different in South America, 


where 
so 
many 
Spanish-speaking 


people live adjacent to one another. 
Boliver instead of liberating jusl one 
country, his native Venzuela, from the 
lyrnnny of Old Spain, liberated five: 
Venzuela, Colombia, Ecuador, Peru 
and Bolivia (his namesake). 


But the story of Simon Bolivar, once 


his mjiUlary victories against Old 
Spain have been disposed of, is n 
story of slark tragedy. 


He drove out the Spanish grandees 


and freed five nations, then set up for 
them republican governments found- 
ed on our own United States con- 
stitution. 


And, 
realizing the necessity of small 


nations learning to act in concert 
against a common enemy from abroad, 
he called... « congress of- nations-,-at 
Aneostura,Jn 1819—-the first recorded, 
Pan-American 
Congress, 


It failed of its ultimate purpose. 
Toward the end of his life, Peru 


renounced his constitutional code and 
drove out the Columbian Iroops of 
the leader. 
In 1829 Venzuela and 


Columbia, which he had combined 
for greater protcclion, dissolved their 
union—and there had been al leasl 
one attempt to assassinate Boliver 
himself. 


His political enemies having as- 


sumed power, Bolivar al last with- 
drew from office. He was pensioned 
off, but ordered to leave the country. 


An incredible ending for the life 


of one of the world's greatcsl patriots.

WASHINGTON -(/P)- 
President 


Roosevelt expressed belief Friday that 
Americans public opinion was not ade- 
quately aware of the acuteness of the 
situation in Europe but that it was 
becoming increasingly aware. 


He made that statement in res- 


ponse to a press conference inquiry 
and went on to add that he thought 
Americans could be made increasingly 
alert through the exercise of their 
general intelligence, mental process- 
es, and through what he called crack- 
er-barrel and press club 
conversa- 


tions. 


But to a question whether 
he 


thought reverses suffered in Greece 
by British and Greek forces had in- 
creased the clanger to this country he 
replied that he did not think the 
question should be asked or answer- 
ed.

the soil; good seed of home garden 
varieties and n complete, balanced 
plant food. Many people who feed 
their lawns, flowers( trees and 
shrubs do not realize the impor- 
tnncc nnd advantage of n complete 
plant food for vegetables also. Here 
is why a complete, balanced plant 
food, containing all of the elements 
required by plants for best growth, 
Is needed in the vegetable garden: 
1. Vegetables so fed are mineral- 


rich. They contain an abundance 
of the elements needed by the 
human body for proper health 
nnd development. 


2. Vegetables fed with a complete 


balanced plant food are far su- 
perior in quality to vegetables 
that arc not fed. The finest vege- 
tables are produced on a fertile 
soil where growth is ns rapid as 
possible. Rapid growth produces 
tender asparagus and beans, cab- 
bage that has n fine firm head 
and is easily shredded to a fine 
ly-cut texture; carrots with the 
delicate flavor that comes only 
in young, tender, quick-grown 
produce; cucumbers uniform in 
shape and of excellent color, 
grown on vines that are thrifty 
and disease-resistant; crisp, ten 
dor young radishes that can be 
harvested in 20 to 30 days after 
sowing; tomatoes that are uni- 
form in size and shape, well- 
colored, with unbroken, unblem- 
ished skins. A vegetable that is 
properly grown is tender, crisp, 
succulent, with a delicate flavor; 
if you feed your plants with a 
complete balanced plant food yoi 
will have no tough, pithy, and 
fibrous vegetables. 


3. Not only will a complete, bal- 


anced plant food give increased 
quality in your vegetable gar- 
den; it will result in incrcascc 
yields as well. Also, vegetables 
will mature earlier and you wil 
have a longer harvesting season 
The application of plant food to 


the vegetable garden is not a diffl 
cult task. After the seed bed is 
prepared, apply the plant food a 
the rate of 4 Ibs. per 100 square 
leet (one rounded tablespoonful to 


Applying Plant Food Between 


Vegetable Rows. 


one square fool) and rake light- 
ly into the soil. Then sow your seed 
in the usual manner. 


Or If you prefer row application, 


use two pounds o£ plant food for 
each 50 feet of row. When the soil 
is prepared, apply the plant food 
in a strip approximately six inches 
wide, and then rake it into the top 
soil before planting the seed. 


For vegetables grown in hills, or 


In transplanting, mix a level table- 
spoonful of plant food thoroughly 
with the soil In the bottom of the 
hill before planting. 


For vegetables that require a 


long growing season, such ns toma- 
toes, cabbage, celery, peppers, etc., 
use four pounds of plant food per 
100 square feet, when the bed is 
prepared. Then feed a heaping tea- 
spoonful per square foot every six 
weeks thereafter. 


Do the work yourself—it's exer- 


cise and recreation, too. Plan be- 
fore you plant. Intelligent planning 
is based on knowledge of proper 
planting dates for each vegetable, 
selection of the best varieties, an 
understanding of space needed for 
each vegetable, and the length of 
time required for maturity.
